The world lins more than once been 
Hurtled by reports that a descendant 
of the monster animals which Inhab­

But when we come to 
plant life we find in the lichens real 
prehistoric growths.

A royal statue 5.000 years old is 
one of the m**y mn* relies unearthed 
by excavations recently made on the | 
site of Ur in Mesopotamia, the home 
town 
of Abraham’s ancestors. The 
statue was dug up in the ruins of a 
temple dedicated to the moon god. 
whose worship was observed there for i 
probably 4,000 years. It is a figure 
of Kntemena, king of Lagash, who 
lived about 2900 B. C. What he 
looked like Is impossible to discover 
as the head of the statue is missing. 
Records show the temple to have been 
rebuilt in 2300 B. C., after many cen­ 
turies of use.
